In accordance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire the Commissioners of Coos County herewith 
submit for your consideration their business transactions 
for the year 1917 also reports of the other County Officers. 


The Almshouse, House of Correction and Jail con- 
tinued under the management of Mr. and Mrs. Irving E. 
Bedell and same is very satisfactory. 


The farm land is in good condition. The County 
Buildings are in good condition although the Court House 
in Berlin is in need of some interior repairs. 


There has been many improvements at the County 
Farm during the past year, the most notable being the 
completion of Fire Escapes at a cost of nearly $3-000. 
There is need of an additional boiler which could be in- 
stalled immediately in case of accident to the one now 
in use. 


A large expense is the board of children in Orphan- 
ages and private families. The number of children sup- 
ported by the County increases every year. We have been 
obliged to increase the price to be paid from $1.50 to $2.00 
per week on account of the high cost of living. 


We wish to express our thanks to all officials and 
other citizens for their co-operation and aid given during 
the past year.

Maitti- 
mus to issue at call of Solicitor. 


State vs George Loudon. Larceny. Plea of Guilty en- 
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tered and sentence of six months in Jail imposed. 


State vs William G. Brent. Assault. Fine of $10, and 
costs imposed.

State vs Charles Stone, This was an Appeal from the 
Municipal Court of Northumberland. Stone was arrested 
tor Aggravated Assault and fined by the Municipal Court 
of Northumberland. An Appeal was taken and the case 
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tried out at the Sept. Term, before a Jury with an ac- 
quital resulting. 


State vs Alva Warren. This was an Appeal from the 
Municipal Court of Northumberland. Warren was charged 
with an Assault. He was fined $25. and costs, and took an 
Appeal. This was tried before a Jury at the Sept. Term of 
Court with an acquital resulting. 


There were thirty-three Indictments found at this Term 
of Court with the following results. 


State vs Robert Sturgeon. The Respondent was Bound 
Over from the Municipal Court of Berlin. He was in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury for larceny of Ninety-five Dol- 
lars. Sturgeon found the money in the highway. He made 
restitution. He was sentenced to one year in Jail and pay 
costs of prosecution. Jail sentence suspended. Mittimus 
to issue at eall of Solicitor. 


State vs Henry C. Close. Respondent was arrested for 
an Assault with intent to Kill, and after a hearing before 
Judge Pattee at Colebrook he was held for the Grand Jury. 
He was indicted and placed upon trial. A verdict of Not 
Guilty was returned. 


State vs Hazel C. Lee. .Respondent in this case was 
indicted on charge of conversion of mileages. Case was 
‘*Continued.”’ 


State vs James Alonzi. Respondent was arrested on 
two charges of assault with intent to kill Vincenza Ricchia 
Alonzi and Angelo Corrzzi Tersigni. He was bound over to 
the Sept. Term from the Municipal Court of Berlin. He 
was indicted on both charges and tried before the Superior 
‘Court on the Alonzi indictment. A verdict of Guilty was re- 
turned and he was sentenced to State Prison for not less 
than twelve or more than fifteen years. The other in- 
-dictment was placed on file. 
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State vs Peter Dorey. This respondent was indicted 
upon two charges of stealing hens. He entered a plea of 
Guilty and was sentenced to one year in Jail and pay 
costs of prosecution. Upon recommendation of the County 
Commissioners regarding his family the sentence was sus- 
pended. Mittimus to issue at eall of Solicitor. 


IT am informed that this man and his family have gone 
to Canada. 


State vs William Wilson. Respondent was arrested 
for breaking and entering cottages in Shelburne and lar- 
eeny therefrom. He was given a preliminary hearing be- 
fore the Municipal Court of Berlin, entered a plea of Not 
Guilty and furnished bond in the sum of $2500. Six in- 
dictments were found against the respondent and he was 
tried upon one, namely: Charles Stone indictment. He 
was found Quilty and sentenced to State Prison for not 
less than four or more than five years, pay costs of prose- 
eution, and stand Committed until the order was per- 
formed . The other indictments were placed on file, and he 
plead Guilty to them. 

State vs Joseph Gerard. Respondent was arraigned be- 
fore the Municipal Court of Berlin, entered a plea of 
Guilty and was bound over, without bail, to the Septem- 
ber.Term. He was indicted by the Grand Jury for break- 
ing and entering and larceny of six cottages. He entered 
a plea of guilty to all and sentenced upon the Indictment 
of Charles Stone to not less than two or more than four 
years in State Prison. Gerard turned State evidence and 
_the other indictments were placed on file. Other indict- 
ments against accomplices with Gerard and Wilson were 
not made public. 


State vs Floyd Dow, Frank Young, Richard Young 
and Gordon Smith. These cases were before the Lancaster 
Municipal Court for breaking and entering and larceny. 
The respondents were all indicted by the Grand Jury an] 
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arraigned before the Superior Court with the following re- 
sult. Floyd Dow and Gordon Smith were allowed to go 
without imposing sentence.

Respondent was before the 
Municipal Court of Berlin for non-support. He was bound 
over to the September Term. He was arrainged before 
the Superior Court, having been indicted by the Grand 
Jury, and the case was continued for sentence. 


State vs Fred Penny. . Respondent was indicted for 
larceny of suit of clothes. He pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to three months at the House of Correction. 


State vs Dudley M. Hensen. Respondent was indicted 
for Larceny of suit case and clothes. He pleaded guilty . 
and was sentenced to three months at the House of Corree- 
tion. 

State vs Town of Randolph..Town of Randolph was 
indicted on condition of its roads and the case was con- 
tinued. 
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There were other indictments returned which were not 
made publie. 


The Civil Case of County of Coos vs City of Berlin 


still remains on the docket awaiting the verdict of the 
Superior Court Justice before whom the case was tried. 


At the December Term, 1917, there were upon the 
Criminal Docket ten cases awaiting action and they have

State vs James Burke. Respondent surrendered him- 
self and bail was discharged. Personal recognizance of 
respondent accepted by Court, and case marked: ‘‘ Not 
to go Forward.’’

State vs Fay Pearson. ‘‘Continued.’’

Respondent was brought 
back from Springfield, Mass., and furnished bond to the 
County of Coos. His bail later surrendered him and he 
was committed to jail on original sentence. 


The respondent not hay- 
ing continued his agreement to support his family was 
brought before the Court and sentenced to one year in 
jail and pay costs of prosecution. Jail sentence suspended, 
Mittimus to issue on eall of Solicitor.

Respondent was indicted’ 
for passing a forged check. She was placed on trial and a 
verdict of guilty returned by the Jury. Her case was con- 
tinued for sentence under $1000. bail. 


State vs Dick Graham. Respondent was arrested for 
larceny of a check. He is to be tried Monday, February: 
4th, 


State vs Joe Nichols. Respondent was arrested for 
larceny. He was committed to the Industrial School in 
default of bail. He was indicted and entered a plea of 
guilty. Case was continued for sentence. 


State vs Leo E. Holden. Respondent was arrested for 
breaking and entering and larceny. He was indicted and 
arraigned before the Superior Court. The Court sentenced. 
him to the State Industrial School during minority. 


State vs Erwin C. Young. Respondent was arrested 
for breaking and entering and larceny. He was arraigned 
before the Superior Court and sentenced to the State 
Industrial School during minority. 


State vs John Kenney. Respondent was arrested for 
larceny. He was bound over to the December Term but 
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escaped before Commitment. He was indicted and case 
continued until apprehended. 


The Civil Case of County of Coos vs City of Berlin is 
to be argued before the Supreme Court at February Term. 


This completes the list of cases in my hands. 


I have investigated many matters during my Term 
from April 1, 1917 and endeavored to give every com- 
plaint my attention. I was called to Whitefield on Liquor 
matters and secured two convictions. I have been pri- 
vately criticized by the Whitefield complainants for my at- 
‘titude in regard to these convictions. However, I assume 
that a Solicitor should act according to his best judgment 
and not in accordance with every persons individual 
opinion or whim. I did in those cases what I thought Jus- 
‘tice demanded. If I have erred, it is due to lack of judg- 
ment and not a desire to hinder Justice. 


I have been obliged to spend much time at Groveton 
during the past nine months. The strike situation has 
‘been a very expensive proposition for the County of Coos. I 
believe that this situation will cost the County in the 
vicinity of $2,000. before it is coneluded. Depredations 
still continue and numerous cases are now awaiting the 
April Term of Court. The main trouble seems to be 
‘caused by a limited few, and I do not believe that the 
‘majority of the striking men are in accord with the acts 
~which have been committed.
